education has been tried it baa worked 
ntiafactorily, and it ii difficult to see 
how any intelligent prraon can reason- 
ably place himself in opposition to its 
adoption. 
I'nlesn the whole theory ol 


public education is wrong, there can be 
no objection to making that education 
compulsory. Thii theory ii that (lie 
public interest requires the general eilu- 
ontion of tho people. It is upon the 
ground that free schools arc supported, 
taxai levied, aud the people compelled 
to *V»p*rt the aohooli. If the public 
interoat require* that public education 
ihonld be provided for al), il certainly 
requires that those for whom it is pro- 
vided lhall avail themselves of its bene- 
fits, and it is no more a stretch of au- 
thority ^nor no interference with indi- 
vidual nghu to reijnirc parents to send 
their children to school than it is to 
compel those who are not parents to 
pay taiei to support schools fur the 
bene6t of those who have children. In- 
deed, compulsory education ought to 
follow and become a part of any sys- 
tem of education tnat it supported by 
general taxation. 
The tax piyer wlm 


ll compelled to pay a tax upon the 
ground that the general safety dapcnds 
upon the education of .the people, has 
the right to demand that all must avail 
themnelvci of the advantage* of an 
education. To lai all for the support 
of free aohooli, and then allow a cer- 
tain proportion to grow up in ignorance, 
ii limply to neutralise the very object 
for which the free school system in en- 
Ubliibed. We hope that the bill which 
haa naned the House will be adopted 
by the Senate and receive the signature 
of tbe Governor. There is no argii- 
ment .which rapport* the principle of 
State education which dors not apply 
with •OIM) fore* in favor of compulsory
